It is not 
likely that he will survive the night. 
Lord Tennyson lies in a room overlooking 
the front of the house at Aldworth. All the 
carriages are stopped at the lodge gates 
m order that the poet may not be 
disturbed by the noise of their wheels. 
The nearest railway station and telegraph 
office is four miles distant from the lodge. 
The Prince of Wales sends frequent telegrams 
as to Lord Tennyson’s condition. 
In an interview tonight Dr. Dobbs, who is.an 
old friend of the poet and who appeared to be 
much moved, said that the patient has slept 
very little and is now quite prostrate. 
*T cannot say whether he will survive the 
night. Lady Tennyson sees him at intervals. 
Sir Andrew Clark has not seen the patient 


today. Strenuous efforts have been made to 


secure his attendance, but he is busy else- 
where and will not. be able to arrive before 
99 i

The Queen has telegraphed to Haslemere at 
brief intervals, inquiring as to Lord Tenny- 
son's ition, : 

Lord Tennyson was in fair health until the 
middle of last week. He took moderate ex- 
ercise and entertained a small party of friends 
at Aldworth. The first symptom of illness he 
displayed was a slight cold. Thursday 
he became . feverish. Friday Dr. Dobbs, 
who had been summoned, diagnosed 
the attack as influenza, complicated ‘with 
gout, which was attacking the extremities. 
Sir Andrew Clark was summoned from Lon- 
don and he, after examining Lord Ténnyson, 
declared that his condition required that the 
greatest care and watchfulness be exercised. 
Since Friday Lord Tennyson’s appetite. has 
failed and this has been accompanied by a 
fever, now slightly lessened and anon height- 
ehing. The fever has been attended by con- 
stantly increasing weakness. EN

The creating of Tennyson a peer was not con- 
ducive to lowering his dignity and reducing his 
vanity. He was created a peer by Queen Victoria 


early in 1881. in consideration of his distinguished 


services. March 11 of that year he took his seat 
in the House of Lords. 

Tennyson turned his attention toward the dra- 
matic art first in 1870, when he wrote “ The Win- 
dow, or the Songs of the Wrens,” which was set 
to music by Sir Arthur Sullivan. In 1875 he wrote 


Queen Mary,” a drama, and his last effort in the 


dramatic line was The Foresters,” which was 
first presented in London a few months ago. 
The former works of the Poet Laureate were 
unsuccessful, but in “The Foresters” 
he scored a success which put him in the first 
rank wit temporan dramatists. While 
there were many parts which received severe crit- 
icism, yet there were unmistakable Tennysonian 
passages and lines that received the highest com- 
pliment. 

The residence of Lord «Tennyson has been on 
the Isle of Wight for several years, near Fresh- 
water Gate. He owned there a commodious stone 
house, with “a pleasant library, where he spent 
the most of his hours of literary work, surround- 
ed by his books. 

Until 1851 he had lived in various places, princi- 
pally in London, but in that year he was married 
to Emily, daughter of Henry Sellwood, and his 
removal to the Isle of Wight followed almost im- 
mediately. He owned a home in Petersfield, 
Hampshire, another in Aldworth, Haslemere, 
Surrey, and a fourth in London.

Lonpon, Oct. 4.—A letter written by the 

Most Rev. William Vaughan, Catholic Arch- 

bishop of Westminster, in which he praises 

English impartiality as shown in the election

One writer says that Archbishop Vaughan 
seems to entirely forget that the great mass 
of the British people are Protestants and that 
they do not relish seeing their religion de- 
scribed as false. The writer reminds the 
Archbishop that the late Cardinal Manning’s 
success in raising Catholics to their present 
position in England was due to his liberality 
of thought and true Christian feeling. 

Anglican and Low Churchmen Riot. 

The Anglican Church Congress opened at 
Folkestone today. After the addresses of 
welcome to the clerical and lay delegates had 
been delivered a procession was formed, 
headed by the Right Hon. and Most Rev. Ed- 
ward White Benson, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Primate of all Engiand and Metropolitan, 
who was followed by the choirs and the cross- 
bearers.

PREDICTS A GOVERNMENT CRISIS. 


German Papers’ Opinion of Caprivi’s 
Course on the Army Bill. 

Berri, Oct. 4.—Some of the papers of this 
city comment upon a reported difference be- 
tween Chancellor von Caprivi and the 
Prussian Ministry arising from the former’s 
laying the Army bill before the 
Bundesrath prior to the discussion of 
the provisions of the measure by 
the Ministers. The National Zeitung con- 
tends that the union of King of Prussia and 
German Emperor in one person is only possi- 
ble when the Prussian Ministry is abie to ex- 
plain its views to the King before he, as Em- 
peror, gives assent to imperial bills. The 
Vossische Zeitung blames the severance of 
the functions of the Imperial Chancellor from 
those of the Prussian Premier for the 
existing friction and predicts a government 
crisis. 

WISHED HIS SON TO SUCCEED HIM. 


It Is Now Said Mr. Spurgeon Considered 
Thomas His Natural Successor.

* Lonponx, Oct. 4.—The chances of Thomas 
Spurgeon succeeding his late eminent father 
in the pastorate of the Tabernacle have been 
considerably strengthiened by the bring- 
ing to light of certain saymgs of the great 
pulpit orator which shew that he hoped to 
have Thomas continue the work he had be- 
gun. Ten years ago Spurgeon distinctly an- 
naynced from the pulpit his hope that his son 
might succeed him. But a later utterance of 
the great preacher has been unearthed and is 
being used by Thomas Spurgeon’s partisans 
as an additional argument on his behalf. In 
a sermon delivered Aug. 14, 1890, Spurgeon, 
referring to his desire to be succeeded by a 

young man, said: 

This is God’s way, so that Solomon coming after 
David may do his work all the better because of 
what his father did before him. Solomon comes 
with young blood and youthful valor and contin- 
ues the work. Sometimes the best thing. that 
some of us old folks can do is to go home and go 
to heaven and let some younger man come and do 
our work. ? : 

The adherents of young Spurgeon declare 
that this revelation of the elder Spurgeon’s 
will comes like a voice from the grave 
at this juncture, clearly pointing the 
way in which the church should proceed. 
All agree that the publication of this 
statement by the late pastor greatly lessens 
the strength of Mr. Pierson, the American di- 
vine, as a candidate for the vacant pulpit, and 
the feeling is growing among the neutral ele- 
ment in the congregation that he would be 
wise to withdraw from the field.

DEADMAN’S CROSSING. 


TWO PERSONS KILLED N A OOLLIS- 
ION AT OINOINNATI. 


A Freight-Train Runs into a Street-Car 
with Terrible Results—The Gateman 
Gave the Fatal Signal That Caused the 
Accident—Similar Disaster on a RKail- 
way Running Through Orange, N. J.— 


Twelve Men Supposed to Be Lost with 


the Steambarge Nashua. 


Crncrnnati, O., Oct. 4.—[Special.]—Two 
persons were killed and three seriously in 
jured in a collision at the Brighton railroad 
crossing in the northern part of the city short- 
ly after 6 o’clock this evening. 

The Dead and Injured. 

The names of those killed are given below: 

FRIES, JACOB. 

MURRAY, JOHN L. 

The names of the injured follow: 

DennART, Jacos, 15 years old, right leg 
crushed. 

Frrzrar nick, Barney, street-car conductor; 
spine bruised, internal injuries. 

Herman, Jacos, severely bruised and right arm 
crushed. 

JOHNSON, WILLIAM HowaAkgp, fractured leg and 
internal injuries. 

Four of the tracks of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Southwestern cross Harrison avenue at 


the point where the accident occurred. A car 


of the Fairmount line was going west. The 
platforms were crowded with passengers on 
their way home from work. Just north of 
the avenue was a yard engine backing 
three stock cars toward to the Front street 
connection with the Chesapeake and (Ohio 
road. The watchman, an old man, saw the 
train and street car approaching the crossing, 
but concluded the latter would get over in 
time. As the street car struck the first track 
he let down the east gates. The car was just 
clearing the second track when the train 
crashed into the rear. 

The platform and part of the roof were cut 
off. The seven or eight passengers who 
crowded the platform were scattered in every 
direction and a panic ensued among those in 
the car. The train was stopped as soon as 
possible. 

The body of a man, fearfully mangled, 
was found beneath the wheels. His head and 
body had been so badly crushed that iden- 
tification was difficult. The remains were 
taken to the morgue, and laste in the even- 
ing identified as those of Jacob Fries. The 
wheels had passed over his body just below 
the armpits, nearly severing it in two. He 
was 30 years old and married. 

Died in the Hospital. 

John L. Murray was alive when picked up, 
but died just after he reached the hospital. 
His chest was fearfully crushed and his spine 
broken. Murray served during the war under 
Col. Kennett, and had been very prominent in 
Republican politics. He leaves a family. 

Barney Fitzpatrick, the conductor, tried to 
jump, but was struck by the cars, He was 
seriously hurt about the spine and lett side 
and is thought to have sustained internal 
injuries. He was removed to his home iu a 
serious condition. 

Jacob Denhart, a boy, was caught under the 
wheels and his legs crushed so that amputa- 
tion was necessary. 

Jacob Herman escaped with a crushed arm 
and may lose his right hand. 

William Howard Johnson sustained a fract- 
ure of the right leg. His skull was also fract- 
ured and his brain injured. He remained un- 
conscious up to a late hour tonight. The 
driver who saw the train backing says that 
the switchman signaled him to come ahead 
and he whipped up the horses. Several pass- 
engers were slightly bruised from jumping 
and being knocked down in the rush. 

Many fatalities have occurred at the scene 
of tonight’s collision. Locally the spot is 
known as Deadman’s crossing. 


ONE KILLED AND SEVERAL INJURED. 


A Lackawanna Train Crushes a Street-Car 
in Orange, N. J. 

New Tonk, Oct. 4.—[Special.]—A Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western railrvad 
train, running thirty miles an hour, struck a 
street-car at the Cone stréet crossing in 
Orange, N. J., at 5:15 o’clock this 
evening and hurled it 100 teet. 
One man was killed and several 
persons were painfully injured. The gates 
were not down, and John Moore, the driver. 
sent his horses along. Wheu the car was in the 
middle of the track Moore heard the roar of an 
approaching train. Losing his presence of 
mind he dropped the reins, shouted to the 
passengers and started to run toward the rail- 
road depot. The passengers bolted for the 
door of the car. All got out except Mrs. 
William Canaan, who was about to step off the 
rear platform when the locomotive of the Pack- 
etstown express, consisting of seven coaches 
and a baggage car, struck the car almost in 
the center, lifting it bodily and sendmg it 
flying through the air. Moore, the driver of 
the car, was directly in the path of the flying 
mass. It struck him as he was running along 
the depot platform, carried him several 
yards, and then buried him beneath the wreck- 
age. He was horribly crushed and mangled 
when extricated. He died while being re- 
moved to the Orange Memorial Hospital. 


TWELVE MEN MAY HAVE DROWNED. 


The Steambarge Nashua Supposed to Have 
Been Lost with All Hands on Lake Huron. 
Port Huron, Mich., Oct. 4.—The steam- 

barge Nashua is believed to have foundered 

off Goderich this morning, and it is feared 
that its crew of a dozen men have also been 
lost. The barge Ryan, which was in tow of 
the Nashua, arrived here this afternoon. 
Capt. Miller of the Ryan reports that when 
ten miles north of Goderich at 3 o’clock 
this morning the Nashua let go the 
towline. A northwest gale was blowing 
and a heavy sea was running. The Nashua 
was then rolling in the trough of the sea with 
disabled machinery, and had already lost its 
deckload of iumber. The Ryan stood by, and 
at daylight the Nashua was again sighted 
flying a signal of distress. The steambarge 

Gratwick was signaled from the Ryan, and 

was sent to where the Nashua was last seen. 

Capt. Peterson of the Gratwick reported on 

arriving here that he had searched for four 

hours for the missing steamer, but could find 
nothing of it or the crew. The Nashua was 
commanded by Capt. Richard Milter, ana was 
owned by the Sturtevant Lumber company of 

Cleveland. It was built in Cleveland in 1868, 

and was valued at $15,000.

H. Walter Webb declined to con- 
firm or to deny the report that he is to ex ter 
the Boston and Maing Board of Directors or 
assume the Vice-Presi y of that company.

ERNEST A. KNOWLAND COMMITS SUICIDE

Fear of Being Thought a Thief Causes the 
Act—Oaly a Boy.

Yong Knowland reported 
as usual for duty this morning when the bank 
opened, but a few minutes later he could not

The janitor of the building started 
down-stairs when the report of a revolver 
rang out. The janitor hurried in the direc. 
tion of the shot and found young Knowland 
lying dead upon the floor. Knowland had un- 
knowingly purchase a stolen bicycle on the 
installment plan and an investigation was in 
progress to discover the thief. It is believed 
that a fear that he might be suspected of be- 
ing the thief preved on his mind and drove 
him to destroy himself. The lad belonged to 
a respectable family.

Widener and Elkins Plan an Electric Road

AEROLITES NOT MOVABLE PROPERTY. 


Iowa’s Supreme Court Holds Meteors Be- 
long to the Land Owners. 

Des Mornazs, Ia., Oct. 4.—[ Special. — The 
Supreme Court of Iowa has affirmed the Win- 
nebago meteor case. In May, 1890, an aero- 
lite weighing sixty-six pounds fell on the farm 
of John Goddard. Peter Hoagland dug it up 
and sold it to H. V. Winchel as his own for 
$105. Goddard sued, claiming that as the 
stone fell on his land it became his and Hoag- 
land had no right to it. The District Court 
decided in Goddard’s favor, holding that the 
meteor became part of thesoil. The defense 
was that it was movable and being unclaimed 
by the landowner belonged to the finder. 
The Supreme Court ruled that this stone was 
in the earth and was practically immovable 
and was placed there by nature. It was a 
stone not included generaliy under property 
to be claimed.

Samuel Woolner of That Town Is at the 
Head of the Company—He Says the 
Concern will Turn Out 25,000 Gallons 
of Spirits a Day and Win Fight the 
Trust from the Word Go—He Thinks 
Dealers Will Be Glad to Buy from His 
Concern, 

The “whisky trust,“ known in legal and 
other circles as the Cattle Feeding and Dis- 
tilling company, is not, if Samuel Woolner of 
Peoria can prevent it, going to have a monap- 
oly ot the spirit market much longer.

He expects competition, declares he is ready 
to meet it, and that he can slash prices just as 
vigorously as any one else, and keep it up just 
as tong, too, for the matter of that. 
Call It the Anti-Distilling Company. 

The parties behind the deal with Mr. Wool- 
ner, who was for many years President of the 
Woolner Distilling company, are his brother, 
Morris H. Woolner, Samuel Woolner Jr., and 
several Eastern capitalists now engaged in the 
distribution branch of the whisky trade. 
They have organized and incorporated the 
Anti-Distilling company, a name given to it to 
distinguish it from the trust, and the capital 
stock, all of which has been subscribed, is 
$1,000,000. Work on the new distillery will be 
begun atonce. Samuel Woolner, who is the 
father of the new deal, was in Chicago yester- 
day consulting with his architect and the con- 
tractors who are to build the new distillery. 
He will remain in the city all the week to 
make arrangements for putting the material 
and machinery on the ground at once. 

„We will have the biggest distillery in the 
United States in operation in 120 days from 
now if the weather does not delay the work,“ 
said Mr. Woolner, and we will be in a posi- 
tion to make the trust worry qver its trade 
from that time on. Our house will have a 
daily capacity of 5,000 bushels of grain. We 
will also have facilities for feeding 5,000 head 
of cattle at the distillery. I have secured 
a new process for distillmg spirits, 
which will enable to manufacture 
much cheaper than the trust or any 
distillery. independent of the trust. 
Our process is far superior to the Takamine 
process, In startmg up this rival distillery 
we have the assurances of the hearty support 
of many of the dealers who are now struggling 
in the grasp of the trust, which has secured 
control of them through the system of rebates 
established by it in order to hold its trade. I 
have been in the East for several weeks, 
where I secured orders enough to take our en- 
tire output. Two of the biggest customers as- 
sured to us are in the American Distributing 
company of New York, which distributes dis- 
tillery products.

Speaking of his new process Mr. Woolner 
said : 

“We can make whisky from one to two 
cents a gallon cheaper by the new process we 
have just devised than the trust can with the 
Takamine process, Eight years ago the Wool- 
ners invented a new vacuum mashing machine 
which revolutionized the manufacture 
of whisky at that time, and 
our new process is on the same line. Of 
course, L expect a big fight with the trust. 
When I get under way they will doubtless cut 
prices down below cost, but I am an old hand 
at this business, having been one of the or-

Inpranapouis, Ind., Oct. 4.—|Special. ]—

THE VICE - PRESIDENTIAL OANDI- 
DATE TALKS 10 BOSTON MEN. 


He Gives a Clear Explanation of the Good 
Resulting to Business-Men Through the 
Republican Protection and Makes a 
Graphic Comparison of the Two Parties 
— Cleveland’s Silence on the Main 
Declarations of the Platform Criticised 
Future of the Business Interests Sure. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 4.—Music Hall and 
Faneuil Hall were both filled to overflowing 
tonight when the Republicans ratified their 
State and national nominations with speeches 
by Whitelaw Reid, Gov, William McKinley, 
Lieut.-Gov. Haile, and Roger Wolcott, the two 
latter being the nominees for Governor and 
Lieutenant-Governor respectively. As soon as 
the doors of Music Hall were opened there 
was a rush for seats and many 
who came later were thankful even to find 
standing room. W. E. Barrett presided. 
After a short introductory speech Whitelaw 
Reid was presented as the first speaker of the 
evening. As he stepped forward he was given 
a most flattering reception by the large audi- 
ence, which was quick to notice the sharp 
points of his address and bestowed frequent 


applause. Mr. Reid said: 

There is no one who should not be proud and 
grateful for such a reception. But it would be 
worse than presumption to think it personal. [ 
am simply, for a time, and through the partialit 
of associates, a representative of the grand ol 
party that has guided this Nation for thirty years 
to its umparalleled prosperity and uncontested 
supremacy. To it your loud applause may well be 
given. For it your cheers may well shake the roof 
and, like the shots pron ay Se embattled farmers, 

ing round the world. atever may come now 
or hereafter, its past at least is secure. — 

At every step in its magnificent march it was re- 
sisted in whole or in part by the Democratic par- 
ty, which resists itnow.

‘DEMOCRATIC CLUBS. 


SESSION OF THE ASSOCIATION AND 
ADDRESSES MADE. 


Candidate Cleveland Speaks to the Dele- 
gates in Welcoming Them to the City— 
Points on the Talks of Other Leaders— 
Gen, Collins Lauds Hill as the Leading 
‘Democrat—The Officers Chosen for the 
Ensuing Four Years—Sympathy for 
President Harrison. | 

New York, Oct. 4.—[Special, If all of the 
delegates who have been elected to attend the 
convention of the National Association of 


Democratic Clubs had been present at the 


Academy of Music today, where the session 
of the convention was held, the big theater 
would not have been large enough to hold 
them. About 10,000 delegates have been 
chosen to represent the 5,000 and odd clubs 
in the association all over the country. If the 
majority of these are in the city they did 
not come to the convention. The significant 
facts about the convention yesterday were 
these: That only about 2,000 delegates were 
present, and that Grover Cleveland, the candi- 
date of the Democratic party for President 
of the United States, actually spoke to several 


‘hundred empty benches. He was warmly 


welcomed and the striking points of his 
speech were heartily applauded. But the fact 
remains that the two upper galleries of the 
Academy, which were free to the public, were 
by no means full. 

The Academy was tastefully decorated. The 
theatrical signs on the front of the building 
were covered with big American flags, draped 
long the Irving place front. . The interior of 
the auditorium was brilliantly festooned with 
flags of all nations, that of the United States 
of course predominating, and with pictures of 


Cleveland and Stevenson framed in red, white, 


and blue. The officers of the National associ- 
ation and some distinguished visitors occu- 
ied the seats upon the There were 
illiam D. H. Washington, Chairman; Fred- 
erick Goodwin, Secretary; Charles J. Canda, 
Treasurer; John Baker, Financial Secretary; 
Mayor David A. Boody of Brooklyn, Senator 
McPherson of New Jersey, and about fifty 
others.

as against the accomplishment of seif purposes 
when State boundaries are hardly a 
barrier to ceniralized power, and when local self. 
government and freedom of elections are the scoff 
of partisanship. Those who subscribe to the 
creed of this association and make any claim to 
sincerity can hardly excuse themselves for lack of 
effort at a time when the necessities of the gov- 
eru ment economically ‘administered have 
little relation to the taxation of the people and 
when eXtravagance in the public service has be- 
come a contagious plague. 

To those who hope for better things this con- 
vention of Democratic clubs is a bright promise 
of reform. Unorganized good intentions and i 

atriotic aspirations cannot successfully conten 

or mastery with the compact forces of private in- 
terests and greed, nor is the organization always 
the most useful which has the widest ex- 
tent. The real benefit of political organiza- 
tion is found in its nearness tothe people and in 
the directness of its action. Of course harmony 
and unity of purpose are absolutely essential. In 
this view your assembling together is most im- 
portant, in so far as it promotes this harmony 
and unity by conference and a consideration of 
methods, and in so far as it inspires that zeal and 
enthusiasm which will make more effective your 
work at home 

Therefore I am sure that I can say nothing bet- 
ter in taking my leave of you than to wish that 
your convention may be a most profitable and en- 
couraging one, and that at its conclusion you may 
resume your places in your home organizations, 
newly inspired to determined and zealous effort 
in the cause of true Democracy.

WHY DEMOCRATS 
WEAVERITES. 

A dispatch in yesterday’s paper stated that 
the Democratic State committee of Idaho had 
withdrawn the Democratic Electoral ticket 
and indorsed that of the Populists. This is io 
accordance with the plan agreed on by the 
Democrats for all the States between the Mis- 
souri and the Rocky Mountains, and also for 
Minnesota and the Electoral districts of Mich- 
igan. This plan has been carried out already 
in Kansas, Nevada, and some other States. 

By such arrangements as these Democrats 
who claim to be in favor of honest money and 
against the absurd fiat schemes of the Weaver- 


ites desert their own principles as well as their 


own candidates, and coalesce with a crowd of 
wild-eyed visionaries, whose victory, were such 
a thing possible, would be followed by na- 
tional ruin. Why are the Democrats fusing 
with that faction? 

Because they see no other way of beating 
Harrison and electing Cleveland. The total 
number of Electors is 444. They can figure 
out no certain way of getting 223 Electoral 
votes for Cleveland, as they are not sure of 
New York by any means, and they have no 
confidence in carrying Illinois or Wisconsin. 
Therefore, their program is to keep Harrison 
from getting 223 by taking from him some 
Western States and throwing them to Weaver, 
so that no one of the three candidates will 
have a majority of the Electors and the choice 
of President will be thrown into the present 
House, elected in 90, which is overwhbelm- 
ingly Democratic. 

The Democrats would attain their purpose 
were President Harrison to get 220 votes, 
Weaver as many, and Cleveland only 4, for in that 
case there would be no choice by the Electors, 
and the Democratic House wouid be called on 
to make che choice. | 

The Constitution clumsily provides that if 
no candidate gets a majority of the Electors 
elected by the people the names of the three 
highest shall go before the House 
of Representatives in Congress, and that 
whoever gets a majority of all the 
State delegations, voting as States, 
shall be declared elected President. Of the 
twenty Congressmen from Illinois fourteen 
are Democrats. Therefore the vote of Illinois 
would be cast for Cleveland even though he 
were beaten 50,000 on the popular vote Nov. 8 
next, 

The elections of 1890 gave the Democrats al! 
ora majority of the members from thirty 
States. The Republicans have twelve and the 
People’s party two—Kansas and Nebraska. 
Thus the Democrats have more than two- 
thirds of the States and will have no difficulty 
in electing Cleveland providing they can keep 
Harrison’s Electoral vote below 223. These 
fusions of hard money Democrats with shin- 
plaster Weaverites are for the purpose of do- 


ing that thing, the Weaverite Republicans being | 


used as catspaws to elect Cleveland. 

These coalitions of men who have not one 
principle in common is bad enough, but even 
worse is the fact that the object is to elect a 
President by a House which was chosen two 
years ago, whose members were not elected 
on Presidential but largely on purely local is- 
sues. The choice should be made by the 
House elected at the same time the President 
is voted for, which should assemble within 
two months after its election. It necessarily 
must represent far more nearly the wishes of 
the people for President than one chosen two 
years before. 

Again, President Harrison might receive a 
plurality ofa million on the popular vote, 
the Republicans might carrya majority of 
House members in twenty-three or twenty-four 
States out of the forty-four, and Harrison might 
receive many mere Electoral votes than any 
one of his competitors, might get 222 Electors, 
and yet if he failed to get 223 Electoral votes 
he would be heaten and Cleveland elected by 
the votes of States cast by Congressmen elect- 
ed in 1890, when party platforms had not been 
made or candidates chosen and no one was 
thinking of the Presidency. 

It is monstrous that the old House should 
elect a President, and that, too, when a new 
House is already elected. But although the 
Democrats raged over it in 1824, when States 
which had given Jackson their Electoral votes 
were recorded against him in the House, they 
have never since consented to the changes 
necessary to be made to give toa new House 
the functions properly belonging to it. 

It is too late to make the correction now, 
and the Republicans must confront the un- 


pleasant situation. They n.ust open their 


eyes to the fact that the Democrats are not 
working for Weaver, but for Cleveland; that 
by helping Weaver to some Electoral votes be- 
yond the Missouri River they are securing the 
Presidency for the fat Prophet and the Federal 
offices for their own spoilsmen.

can extend visitors next year. Whether we will 
it or not it is bound to be a test, and of far-reach- 
ing importance, because, as I said before, there 
will be prominent people here from every part of 
the United States.

FOREIGN INTERFERENCE IN AMERICAN 
ELECTIONS. 
A Chemnitz (Saxony) paper. the Neueste 
Nachrichten, has an editorial in its issue of 
the 11th inst. containing the following: 


The 8th of November brings with it an event 
which is of the greatest importance to every 
German manufacturer, merchant, artist, mechan- 
ic, and workingman—to every German who 
labors. It is the Presidential election in the 
United States. The question at issue is not so 
much which of the two political parties shall 
have control, which is a matter of little conse- 
quence to Germans, as the McKinley law.. A 
Republican victory means the continuance of that 
law; Grover Cleveland's election would mean its 


repeal. 

After stating that the law in question has 
had a bad effect on the special industries of 
Chemnitz, by lessening purchases by Amer- 
icans—they having used home made fabrics 
instead—the German paper goes on to advise 
German citizens to take as active ‘a part as 
they can to influence the result of the election 
in a foreign country. It says: 

The only thing which will improve the present 
state of affairs is the defeat of the Republican 
party by theelection of Grover Cleveland. The 
interests of Germany are very plain, and the peo- 
ple of Germany will help tnemselves greatly if 
they will induce our German friends in the 
United States to vote for Cleveland, and the best 
way to do this is to write lettersto them. Who- 
ever has relatives or acquaintances there should 
write to them and tell tbem what the effect of the 
MeKinley bill has in building up industries in the 
United States which should be carried onin the 
Fatherland.

What Secretary John W, Foster Says— 
Where the Trouble Lies. 

Wasuninetox, D. C., Oct. 4.—[Special. ]— 
Secretary of State John W. Foster character- 
ized as absurd a story to the effect that Great 
Britain, Germany, and Italy had combined 
against the United States to abrogate the 
reciprocity treaty between the latter country 
and San Domingo, as well as an announce- 
ment that Germany had offered the President 
of San. Domingo $60,000 annually. for life if he 
would consent to such arrangement. The 
story goes that Mr. Heureaux held the offer 
under consideration for awhile and sent a con- 
fidential messenger to Secretary Foster and 
intimated that if the United States would give 
$75,000 a year he would stick to the United 
States. This proposition Mr. Foster declined.

Domingo on account of a legal complication, 
Consul Francisco Leontevasquez said: 
The countries mentioned claim that 
under a clause in former treaties each 
is entitled to receive all the favors from San 
Domingo that may be extended to the most 
favored nation. Theattitude of Germany was 
especially dangerous.

The world’s 
record is 2:15 2-5, made by Taylor at Springfield, 
Mass. Steadily the mile record in compoti tion 
has fallen, until today itis made in fas time 
than a year ago it was made in trials witb aid 
of pacemakers. Early this year Zimmerman put

and now it stands at 2:15 2-5, and is Taylor’s handi- 
work.

THE GOOD FILLY LANDS THE MOUNT 
VERNON STAKES. 


Westerners Played McCafferty’s Pride Heav- 
ily and Got a False Price Through the 
Plunge on Ajax and Garrison—Yorkville 
Belle Won the Fall Test Handicap—The 
Ironmaster, Russell, Cynosure, and Sport 
Won the Other Morris Park Races—Gen- 
eral Turf News. 


New Yor, Oct. 4.—[Special. ]—The rattling 


good 2-year-old filly Helen Nichols scored 
another victory for her owner, John McCaf- 
ferty, at Morris Park today, and put a lot 
more dollars into the pockets of the Western 
turfmen who are now playing the races in the 
East. Although the filly clearly outclassed 


| her opponents, there were many Easterners 


that thought Col. Jacob Ruppert’s colt Ajax 
ought to beat her, and they played him heav- 
ily at 6 to 5. The fact that Garrison was 
specially engaged to ride brought Ajax many 
backers. Meantime the Westerners got as 
good as even money against Helen Nichols, 
and they played her right through to the close 
of the betting, sending her to the post a strong 
favorite at 4 to 5. The race was nothing 
more than a gallop for McCafferty’s filly 
and Ajax was never in the hunt. In no part of 
the run was he a factor in the contest. He broke 
in front, but Helen Nichols immediately outran 
him, and, taking the lead in the first furlong, 
never relinquished it to tne end. Ajax fell back 
into the ruck, and the favorite’s only opponent 
throughout was another Western candidate, C. 
Flieschman’s colt Gov. Foraker, who had gone 
begging at 60 and 80 to linthe betting. Helen 
Nichols easily beld him safe and beat him out by 
a length. Two lengths away came Ajax, who had 
to be ridden hard to beat Lawless a short head 
for the place. 5 

The Fall Test Handicap for 3-year-olds, at a 
mile and a quarter, the only other stake event on 
the card, was also won by a filly, Yorkville Belle 
carrying off the honors from her two opponents, 
Candelabra and Pickpocket. Garrison had the 
mount on her and she was an overwhelming 
favorite at2 to 5. Candelabra and Pickpocket 
went outin front at the start, Candelabra run- 
ning Pickpocket off his feet in the first balf mile. 


Garrison did not move on the Belle until quarter . 


of a mile from home, and thenshe simply galloped 
over Candelabra. It was no race at all after that 
for she won in a canter under a double pull, 
Candelabra being whipped out to beat Pickpocket 
two lengths for the place. 

The talent were divided between Osric and 
Julien in the six-furlong dash for 3-year-olds, but 
finally made the former favorite at 6to5.

The res just given represent, of course, 
the extreme limits of expansion and contrac- 
tion within the several periods, but intermedi- 
ately between the dates were repeated fluctua- 
tions more or less violent and extensive and 
locally disastrous.

mi‘ st flagrant of the eviis of the State bank 
system. Four-fifths of the wh. le number in 
existence at any time from 1805 onward to 
the end of their career were in more or less 
doubtful credit everywhere, even in their own 
immediate localities, and 100 miles distant 


from home a large part of them were almost 


uniformly in doubtful credit and some had no 
credit at all. They were organized under the 
different and widely varying laws of thirteen 
to thirty-four different States, depending upon 
the particular time; they were organized and 
mane “by all sorts and conditions of 
men,“ and a large proportion of them was or- 
ganized and managed wholly and solely for 
Speculative purposes of a wild and in many 
stances of a distinctly dishonest kind, and 
their circulation was at all times iicon- 
venient, uncertain, and expensive. 

For example, there were in circulation in 
1856 over 8,000 genuine bills of different de- 
nominations of more than 1,400 different 
banks; and in 1862 there were. in circulation 
over 10,000 of the genuine bills of different de- 
nominations of 1,600 banks, including some 
few in the rebel States. These notes were all 
of different designs in some _ particulars, even 
of the same ban New Jersey had in 1862 
fifty-f ur banks circulating notes exhibiting 
400 different designs. One of these had notes 
outstand under two different tities, and it 

had two different designs uf twos and three 
different designs of fives. In many of the 


States banks had different designs for the 


same denominations of notes, There were in 
the State of Massachusetts 177 banks circulat- 
ing 1,576 different designs upon their notes. 
New York had 305 banks circulating 2,000 dif- 
ferent designs. 


The Danger of Counterfeiting. 


But this feature of the system was innocent 
coin pared with another feature. According to 
a statement made by Senator Benton in the 
United States Senate in 1836 the number of 
banks then doing business in the several States 
and in the District of Columbia was about 750, 
and there were in circulation in June of that 
year 818 counterfeits—of which756 were of $10 
and under and 62 of $20 and upward. There 
wers in circulation at the same time 181 coun- 
terfeits of the notes of the Bank of the United 
States. Total counterfeits in circulation at 
that time, 991, and these were exclusive of 
broken bank notes, imitations, and altera- 
tions, which were probably not less in num- 
ber than the counterfeits. Time worked no 
improvement in this kind of evil; on 
the c ntrary, it increased. Offleial re- 
ports show that between 1856 and 1862 
the notes of over 1.200 different banks 
were counterfeited or altered. There were in 
existence in 1862 more than 3,000 description 
of aitered notes, 1,700 varieties of spurious 
notes of different kinds, 460 varieties of imi- 
tations, and over 700 kinds of other valueless 
notes—those of exploded banks and the like. 
There were in 1862 about 1,500 banks in the 
loyal States, and of the whole number of 
banks there were only 253 whose notes were 
not counterfeited. This is an astounding fact, 


but it is a fact. 


Those citizens of the United States who want 
a currency in which counterfeited and altered 
notes ce nstitute practically one-half of the 
whole circulation; in which exp]: sion of banks 
is a revognized part of .he system; in which 
discounts range between one-half of 1 per 
cent to 30 and 50 per cent; in which it is 
necessary before taking a bank bill to refer 
to a detector in order to trace its history 
and character—will this fall vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket. 

When the War Opened. 

When the war for the Union broke out in 
1861 the active circulation was made up of 
more than 10,000 varieties of genuine bank 
notes, and of more than 5,000 varieties of 
counterfeited and spurious notes. It was verv 
early manifest that a hard money war was 
not possible; and the government had its 
choice between the notes of the State banks, 
with all their immeasurable uncertainties and 
evils, and a circulation of its own. The banks 
wanted the cuntrol of the circulation, of 
course; and struggled strenuously to retain it. 
The possession of it opened up a vast field of 


prospective gain, and in the slang of tho 


street they were eager to take in their 
profits.“ That they would have expanded the 
circulation to the p int of fatal explosion is 
not in the leastdoubtful, if former experience 
and the abundant indications of the times 
were of any worth. And by “ fatal explo- 
sion is meant not merely a suspension of 
specie payment. What I mean is they 
would have expanded to the point of collapse 
of the Federal credit and of the Federal ef- 
forts—that the rebellion would have accom- 
plished its objects. Fortunately, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, while he desired to be 
just to the banks, believed the control of the 


currency to be a government function, and he 


bent his energies to transfer that control from 
the custody of the banks, representing the in- 
terests of stockholders, to the custody of the 
government, representing the interests of the 
people. But in the absence of discriminating 
legislation the banks, until the close of the 
war, kept possession of a large part of the cir- 
culation—their outstanding notes amounting 
in 1863 in the loyal States to 3180, 000, 000. 
The Final Remedy. 

Mr. Secretary Chase, in his first report to 
Congress, in July, 1861, recommended a tax 
on State bank notes; a recommendation re- 
peated by him in his annual reports for De- 
cem ber, 1861, and December, 1862. In March, 
1863, a tax of 1 per cent was laid upon circu- 
lating notes issued in a certain proportion to 
capital, and 2 per cent when issued in excess 
of that proportion, but these were taxes for 
‘* revenue only. It was not until March, 
1863, that the “ discriminating ” or “ prohib- 
itory tax of 10 per cent“ was laid. This tax 
was effective in compelling the retirement of 
the State bank circulation; and the Controller 
of the Currency, in his report for 1865, de- 
clared that the national system of currency 
had superseded all the State systems, and 
that the entire contro] of the currency was in 
the hands of the Federal government. | 

This Federal control of the currency, joined 
with the protective industrial system, has 
made the American people the most powerful 
and prosperous in the world, and that the 
Democratic party should propose its subver- 
sion is in pursuance of that malicious spirit of 
mischief and destructiveness which has been 
its characteristic for more than half a cen- 
tury.

EVANSTON WANTS SHERIDAN DRIVE

The City Asks the Court to Summon Land- 
Owners and Establish a Fair Remuner- 


ation for the Right of Way for the Bou- 


levard—Citizens Bitterly Oppose the Im- 
provement—The Blackalis Secure an In- 
Junctlon— Fight Over Elevator Patents 
Is Again Resumed—Notes and Record. 


After trying vainly to settle amicably the 


difficulties surrounding the completion of the 
Sheridan drive the City of Evanston has 
petitioned the Couaty Court to help straighten 
the matter out. The condemnation prooeed- 
ings are relative to the property on the road 
lying between Greenwood boulevard and Lin- 
coln place, is poruon of the drive has 
never been completed. Most of the ground 
there is choice residence property, ana the 
owners have bitterly opposed having their 
lots cut up for the purpose of completing the 
drive.. The Village authorities, and afterward 
the city authorities, made several ineffectual 
attempts to buy the right of way. Most of 
the owners refused to have any negotiations 
to that end, and others put a prohibitive price 
on their realty possessions. The petition cites 
the city ordinance granting the right of way 
along a certain route. Thea the court is 
prayed to summon the owners into court for 
the purpose of determining what is a fair ana 
equitable price for the right of way. 


Elevator Patents in Court. 

The big legal fight between the Crane Elevator 
company of this city and the Standard Elevator 
company, in which the latter is charged with in- 
fringing upon valuable patents of the Crane com- 
pany for hydraulic elevators, was taken up before 
the United States Court yesterday. In the court 
below Judge Blodgett issued four injunctions 
against the Standard Elevator company from 
using the patented devices of the Crane company, 
and these injunctions the defendant is trying to 
have dissolved. if the Crane company wins, some 
of the owners of several big office buildings which 
have been furnished by the Standard company 
will be called upon to recognize the Crane com- 
pany. The case will be resumed today. 


Secures an Injunction. 

Judge Collins issued an injunction yesterday at 
the instance of Jay V. Northam restraining Al- 
fred H. and Edward S. Blackall from renting a 
portion of the premises No. 44 Adams street to 
the American Restaurant company. In January 
last Northam secured a lease of part of the build- 
ing for the purpose of selling liquors and beer. 
The lease does not expire until April, 1897, and 
cails for a rental of $36,795. It also provides that 
no other part of the premises is to be rented for 
the same purpose. A month ago the Blackalls 
rented a portion of the placeto the American 
Restaurant company, which has begun to sell 
liquors and beer, and Northam asserts that he is 
being injured.

Just. now labor organizations have devout ad- 
mirers, especially among those who think the 
tariff ought to be abolished. It is not the tariff 
that keeps up your wages, they say, it is your 
organization. In a measure this is true, and 1 
am glad to find this unexpected tribute as to the 
importance of labor unions in holding up wages. 
Had it not been for their organizations the iron 
and steel and the glass and many other workers 
would have been reduced again and again. But 
the question then arises: ** Does or does not the 
protective tariff make the conditions more favor- 
able for the maintenance of the wage scale on the

bor unions under the tariff can prevent reduc- 
tions of wages, can labor unions under free trade 
also prevent these reductions?
